MAAN (Petra) — His Majesty King Hussein 
said Wednesday Jordan would continue its 
support for the Palestinians under occupa¬ 
tion until they regain their rights and free¬ 
dom in their own homeland. 


“We will translate into deeds 
the principles in which we believe 
so that we can fnlfil the aspira¬ 
tions, no matter how long the way 
is and regardless of die difficulties 
and the challenges coming onr 
way,” King Hussein said in a 
speech at a public rally held at the 
southern city.

“Jordan, which has been 
guarding the longest confronta¬ 
tion lines in the race of external 
challenges and dangers, will re¬ 
main steadfast and win pursue all 
efforts to bolster Arab unity re¬ 
gardless of hardships,” file King 
said. 

Jordan, he added, will face the 
challenges and will never com¬ 


promise or bargain over any Arab 
rights and Arab freedom. 

The King told the rally that his 
visit marked the start of a series 
of meetings with the people of 
Maan to discuss their problems 
and to find proper solutions.

The U.S. consulate m west 
Jerasalcm called the attack on tire 
car of David Wimm, its deputy 
principal officer, an act of vandal¬ 
ism. Police said they suspected 
Palestinian nationalists. 

Attacks op U.S. targets have 
been uncommon in uprising. 

In February 1988, fire bombs 
were thrown at an Arab Jeru¬ 
salem U.S. consular building. 
That attack caused no damage or 
injuries. 

In the occupied Gaza Stiip, 
Nasr hospital said it received the 
body of a Palestinian suspected of 
collaborating with Israeh author¬ 
ities. Residents of Khan Younis 
identified him as Jibara Moham¬ 
mad Abu Taha, 33. He was stab¬ 
bed repeatedly. 

Palestinians in tire Gaza town 
of Rafah said 29-year-old Sulei¬ 
man Jarbua, another alleged in¬ 
formant, was stabbed and severe¬ 
ly injured in a separate incident. 

Israeli forces arrested a Rafah 
Arab who worked hi an army-run 


workshop, accusing trim of hwm- 
berahip in a popular c om m i ttee of 
tile n priswig - 

A military spokesman said-it 
was unusual for Palestinians em¬ 
ployed in army workshops, nor¬ 
mally mechanical repair mops, to 
be detained for taking part m tire 
revolt. 

Israeli anny Chief of Staff Dan 
Shomron has ordered Israeli sol¬ 
diers not to humffiate or mistreat 
Arab protesters or use excessive 
force ag ainst them, a military 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

Several of tire 641 Palestinians 
killed during tire uprising were 
beaten to death by Israeli sol¬ 
diers. Palestinians regularly com¬ 
plain of maltreatment and beat¬ 
ings by troops during raids on 
their villages or after they are 
arrested. 

Early in tire revolt, soldiers 
tried to bury four Arabs afive in a' 
West Bank village. 

In a fetter sent to all sokfiers 
serving in tire occupied West 
Bank and Gaza. Strip, Lieute¬ 
nant-General Shomron wrote: 

‘T want to clarify and empha¬ 
sise that force-should be used to 
achieve a mission according to 
the law and the orders of tire 


army and there const be do devia¬ 
tion.” - 

Under no drcamstances should 
force be used as a means of 
punishment, he wrote. 

Shomron ordered soldiers to 
open fire according to army reg¬ 
ulations, recently loosened by 
Israeli Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to allow sokfieis to shoot 
at masked suspects who resist 
arrest 

Troops should also behave in a 
“respectable manner” towards 
international bodies operating in 
the occupied territories Hke the 
International Red Cross and en¬ 
able them to ca rry out their tasks 
without disturbances, Shomron 


During the uprising, interna¬ 
tional bodies, including the Un¬ 
ited Nations Relief and Works 
Agency (UNRWA), have com¬ 
plained of harassment by Israeh 
troops. 

Shomron also ordered soldiers 
not to stop ambulances or delay 
medical treatment of the wound¬ 
ed. Palestinians have said that 
several Arabs died on their way 
to hospital when ambulances 
were delayed by tire army. 


Israel gags debate on Egyptian 
plan after U.S. welcomes it 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli 
leaders Wednesday discussed

Israel must agree to 
relinquish occupied 
lands — Crown Prince 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan has said that Israel 
must agree to relinquish the West 
Bank and Gaza Stnp in exchange 
for peace, and that the Zionist 
state was trying to drive a wedge 
between Palestinians and the 
Palestinian liberation Organisa¬ 
tion (FLO). 

In a major policy speech here 
Tuesday night. Prince Hassan 
said Jordan had no intention to 
represent the Palestinians. At a 
news conference earlier, he dis¬ 
missed as a “pfoedream” the idea 
among some Israeli politicians 
that Jordan would agree to a deal 
to resume its formal finks — of 
tire West Bank. 

Speaking after meetings with 
U.S. President George Bush and 
Secretary of State James Baker, 
the Crown Prince said Israel and 
tile United States should accept 
the PLO as the legitimate repre¬ 
sentative of the Palestinians. 
And, he said, the United States 
should recognise that tire FLO is 
entitled to a pivotal role in any 
peace negotiations. 

Denouncing a plan by Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
for elections among Palestinians 
of the West Bank and Gaza, tire 
Grown Prince said: ’The purpose 
is to drive-a wedge between them 
and their recognised leadership.” 

Prince Hassan said an overall 
agreement could only be negoti¬ 
ated at an international peace 
conference that included the PLO 
and the Soviet Union. 

“Jordan will not represent tire 
Palestinian people at the confer¬ 
ence,” he said. “Nor will it 
negotiate tire settlement of the 
Palestinian problem on behalf of 


the PLO.” 

He said Jordan was willing to 
attend such a peace conference as 
part of a joint delegation with 
tire PLO. 

The Crown Prince, referring to 
the West Bank, Gaza, the Golan 
Heights and Arab Jerusalem, said 
Jordan did not accept the acquisi¬ 
tion of territory by war. 

“Israeli withdrawal from the 
occupied territories has to be the 
basis for the settlement of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict and the 
establishment of a just and lasting 
peace,” he said. 

Earlier Tuesday, a plan by 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubar¬ 
ak tor Palestinian elections re¬ 
ceived cautious praise from the 
U.S. State Department. 

Mubarak’s plan is coupled with 
a demand that Israel accept the 
idea it should trade land for 
peace. Negotiations for an overall 
settlement of the Arab-Israeli dis¬ 
pute would be held three to five 
years after limited Palestinian 
self-rule began. 

Shamir has steered dear of any 
plan that seems to commit Israel to 
relinquishing West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Mubarak advanced the propos¬ 
als as refinements to Shamir’s 
plan for Palestinian elections. 

Baker is in the process of 
sounding out Mideast leaders ab¬ 
out Mubarak's ideas. He met last 
week with Israeli Defence Minis¬ 
ter Yitzhak >Rabin and Tuesday 
with Crown Prince Hassan. 
Mubarak is expected to visit 
Washington within a few weeks, 
followed by Shamir in November. 

Other elements of Mubarak’s 
proposal include permitting 


Palestinians who live in Arab 
Jerusalem to participate in the 
elections and supervision of tire 
voting by international observers. 1 

Prince Hassan told reporters 
after he saw Baker that the Bush 
adminis tration should permit 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat to 
address the United Nations in 
New York. 

“We thmk Arafat should be 
granted diplomatic recognition.” 
Hassan said after a 45-minute 
meeting with Baker. 

At a news conference later, 
Hassan called Mubarak’s propos¬ 
al worthwhile, but said a settle¬ 
ment of the Arab-Israeli dispute 
required an international peace 
conference. 

“We see the Egyptian propos-. 
ais as a mechanism for bolding 
elections/’ he said. 

Hassan met with Bush at the 
White House for about 15 mi¬ 
nutes. He told telling reporters 
that they discussed generalities. 

“I had tire very moving im¬ 
pression of the president's per¬ 
sonal concern towards these de¬ 
velopments,” the Crown Prince 
said. 

Prince Hassan said the talks dealt 
with “regional issues, particularly 
the situation in the occupied 
Arab territories, the suffering of 
the Palestinian people, and the 
situation in the Lebanon.” 

The Crown Prince said the 
discussions also dealt with the 
situation between Iraq and Iran. 

Present at the meeting were 
Deputy Prime Minister and Fore¬ 
ign Minister Marwan Qasem, 
Planning Minister ZiadFariz, and 
the Jordanian ambassador to the 
United States. 


Arab mediation panel on 
Lebanon begins talks

NICOSIA (Agencies) — Syria 
has told an Arab League peace 
committee meeting in Jeddah 
that it will withdraw its troops 
from Lebanon only if Israel does 
the same, diplomats said 
Wednesday. 

The foreign ministers of the 
committee members — Algeria, 
Morocco and Saudi Arabia — 
met Wednesday to decide if drey 
should resume peace efforts they 
suspended at the end of July, the 
Saudi Press Agency (SPA) said. 

Diplomats and officials quoted 
by Reuters said they expected the 
minis ters to go ahead with a new 
drive to end six months of fight¬ 
ing in Beirut between Syrian 
troops, their Lebanese allies, and 
the forces of army chief Michel 
Aotm. 

Moret than 800 people have 
been lolled in the shelling which 
started in March when Aoun, 
who commands 15,000 soldiers, 
declared a “war of liberation” to 
expel Syria's estimated 33,000 
troops. 

In Beirut, security.sources re¬ 
ported three hours of artillery 
duels Wednesday and said one of 
Aoun’s men was killed. 


Diplomats said Syria told the 
committee it would pull out of 
Lebanon only if it received firm 
guarantees from the United 
States that Israel would withdraw 
from its setf-dedared “security 
zone” in southern Lebanon. 

Syria also wants constitutional 
and political reforms giving Mus¬ 
lims a bigger say in running 
Lebanon. 

The rivalry ted to a political 
crisis a year ago which left Leba¬ 
non with no president and two 
governments, one military, 
.beaded by Aoun, and one civi¬ 
lian, beaded by Salim A1 Hoss, 
vying for power. 

The Arab League committee, 
set up in May, said at the end of 
July it was suspending its work 
because of insurmountable obsta¬ 
cles. 

It decided to bold tire Jeddah 
meeting after widespread 
appeals, sparked by intensified 
fi ghti ng and heavy casualties last 
month, that it resume its peace 
efforts. 

Saudi Arabia’s King Fahd said 
in Jeddah earlier this week: “We 
are determined, with God's will, 
to find a final solution to a 


tragedy which everyone agrees 
should come to an end.” 

“The committee has better 
chances of success this time be¬ 
cause the waning factions are 
now convinced that there can not 
be a military solution/’ an Arab 
diplomat in Riyadh said. 

The Lebanese, however, are 
less optimistic about prospects for 
peace, having seen dozens of 
mediation efforts disappear in a 
. blaze of cannon and rocket fire. 

Informed sources in Jeddah 
said the committee was consider¬ 
ing a four-stage peace plan com¬ 
prising: 

— A comprehensive ceasefire 
on all Lebanese territory. 

— lifting all land and naval 
blockades and opening Beirut air¬ 
port. 

— Inviting the members of 
parliament to a meeting outside 
Lebanon to agree to a “charter of 
political reform.” 

— A parliament meeting in 
Beirut “within a few weeks” for 
election of the president. 

A high-level Arab body would 
be formed to monitor the cease¬ 
fire. 


Hungary says open-border policy will continue 


BERLIN (Agencies) — Hungary 
said Wednesday that its borders 
would remain open for refugees 
seeking passage to tire West, and 
an East German newspaper said 
it was time to ask why skilled 
citizens were fleeing the Com¬ 
munist country. 

In Austria, tire Interior Minis¬ 
try said 12,158 East Germans had 
passed through that country en 
route to West Germany in the 
two days that refugees have been 
fairing advantage of Hungary’s 
newly opened border. 

“The Hungarian government's 
policy of opening tire country’s 
borders wifi continue” Ferenc. 
Somogyi, the number two official 
In the Foreign Ministry, said in 
Budapest 

As long as a third country is 
willing to accept refugees from 
other East bloc countries, Hun¬ 
gary will allow them to leave, he 


“There are agreements with 
other .Warsaw Pact countries 
similar to tire one Hungary just 


suspended with East Germany, 
and these agreements are no lon¬ 
ger in line with Hungary’s newly 
assumed international responsibi¬ 
lities, such as our having signed 
the Geneva convention,” 
Somogyi said. 

“We are working to bring these 
various agreements into harmony 
with (our) new foreign policy,” 
he added. 

Somogyi said tire border policy 
was consistent with Hungary's 
status as a signatory of the recent 
U.N. convention on refugees. 
Hungary is the only East bloc 
country to sign that convention. 

Meanwhile the tide of refugees 
entering West Germany receded 
to a trickle and some reception 
camps were half-empty as recent 
arrivals left for new homes and 
jobs. 

Border police in Passau, tire 
■mniti reception centre in West 
Germany, said most °f the 9,500 
registered there had already 
moved on and the flow of new¬ 
comers had slackened off. But 


Bavarian officials said they still 
expected the final total to reach 
15,000. 

“The situation has quietened 
down considerably,” Interior 
Ministry spokesman Detlef 
Flotho told reporters. “Individual 
travellers are arriving steadily but 
no longer in the mass proportions 
of Monday and early Tuesday. 

In Prague, Western diplomatic 
sources said most of tbe 400 East 
Germans occupying West Ger¬ 
many’s embassy bad abandoned 
their bid to reach the West and 
left the mission, although 25 
others had taken refuge by ciimb- 
ing a garden walL 

East German lawyer Wolfgang 
Vogel assured them that if they 
returned to East Germany, they 
would receive legal aid to leave 
tire Communist country legally 
and could retnm to their jobs, the 
sources said. There were still 
between 150 and 180 people in 
the embassy. 

Hardline Czechoslovakia has 
refused to allow East Germans to 


leave its territory via tire West 
German embassy, in contrast to 
the huge exodus permitted by 
Hungary. 

West German officials said re¬ 
fugees were being distributed 
throughout the 11 federal states 

Most wanted to settle in the 
states with tbe biggest quotas, 
Bavaria and North Rhine-West- 
phafia, and there were no known 
cases of anyone being sent any¬ 
where against his will. 

Josef Hdri, border police chief 
in Passau, said about a fifth of the 
refugees wanted to move to West 
Berim but would have to have 


their cars behind because the 
enclave city is ringed by East 
German territory. 

The West German government 
warned East Gemans who had 
left their homeland without per¬ 
mission not to return there on 
visits as they could face prosecu¬ 
tion. 

East Germans arriving in Pas- 
sau have been quickly snapped op 
— some on their first day — by 
West German employers short of 
staff. Workers skilled in metal¬ 
working, electrical installation 
and other trades are particularly 
sought after. 
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Israeli troops battle masked Palestinian youths

" They often operate at nigh t 
after the army-imposed curfew 
begins. Some wear khaki um- 
' forms and carry handcuffs. 

“The character of the upris¬ 
ing has changed. Instead of 
mass demonstrations, there is 
tension and isolated events in 
which fewer and fewer people 
taking part,” Maj.-Gen. 
Matan VUnai, the Gaza com¬ 
mander, told the daily Maariv 
recently. 

The army’s response to the 
7 phenomenon has been to allow 

- soldiers freer use of their 

- weapons against masked sus¬ 
pects. But some soldiers com- 

. plain the orders are confusing, 
and critics say there is a trend 
toward shooting first and 
asking questions later. 

The soldiers call the masked 
men "raoulim,” abbreviated 
Hebrew for “the covered 
faces,” because most wrap 


their heads in red— or black- 
checkered keffiyehs. 

“If they put on masks, it 
means they want to hurt us. 
They have either knives or 
firebombs, and we must pro¬ 
tect ousclves. It’s self-defence, 
a question of life,” reserve 
Capt. Zaroka, 34, said as his 
jeep whipped around a comer 
onto Palestine Street. 

Zaroka, a computer soft¬ 
ware expert who gave only his 
first name in keeping with 
army regulations, was on pat¬ 
rol with a vice president of 
fertilizer company, a pecan far¬ 
mer, a shopkeeper and an in¬ 
surance claims adjuster. 

All in their hue 30s, the 
reservists fought together in 
the 1973 Middle East war and 
the Lebanon invasion. Now 
they were serving their fourth 
tour here since the December 
1987 start of the intifada, or 
Palestinian uprising against 
Israeli occupation. 

Because of their experience, 
the troops see themselves as 
less likely than young con¬ 
scripts to get rattled and open 
fire without reason. 

Yaron, 36, who owns an 
auto-parts store, said be would 
not use his weapon to shoot at 
children who threw stones or 
burned tyres. But he would use 
it as a last resort against the 
masked activists. 

“If they want to play around 
and try to kill me, well, I will 
kill them,” he said. 

There are increasing reports 
from other reservists returning 
from duty in the occupied terri¬ 
tories that restrictions on open¬ 


ing fire are often ignored by 
commanders in the field. 

Elisha Shapria, a reserve 
lieutenant colonel and head of 
the Socialist Kibbutz Artzi col¬ 
lective farm movement, said 
cm Israel TV he had seen snefa 
excesses riiwmg his own re¬ 
serve tours and heard of others 
from the movement's mem¬ 
bers. 

“The fact is that in the field, 
many irregular incidents are 
going on mid soldiers are car¬ 
rying out dozens and dozens of 
illegal orders,” Shapira said. 
“The army’s high command is 
making great efforts to protect 
our scoeity’s norms, but to my 
sorrow we are seeing many 
deviations.” 

The army seaid 80 Isrelis 
have been tried for breaching 
orders, with sentences ranging 
from suspended terms to 4V5 
years in jafl. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin recently eased firing res¬ 
trictions as part of a stepped- 
up campaign against the 
masked youth. He allowed sol¬ 
diers to use live ammunition 
instead of plastic bullets when 
opening fire on masked boys 
who refuse orders to bah. 

Army spokesman say that in 
making arrests of masked 
activists, soldiers must shout 
warnings and fire in the air 
before they are allowed to 
shoot at a fleeing suspect — 
first at the Iras and then at the 
body.

A man’s dream revives a nation’s culture

AMMAN — A Greek philo¬ 
sopher once said “find a dreamer 
and build great cities, a nation.” 
Jordan has found its man! He has 
With him dreams of reviving the 
pbst dreams of bringing bade to 
everyone’s mind, memories of 
yesteryear. “Our” man is Munir 
Nassar, a travel agent, who 
sought to revive local tourism 
making the furthest corner of the 
Jordanian desert accessible to 
Ibeal^and foreign tourists alike. 
We hear of desert safaris in four- 
wheel. drives, .and. what could 
require more imagination than 
(fining in the middle of the desert, 
in the rains of a deserted castle, 
being catered for by the Mar¬ 
riott? Or go on a train ride and 
Attend Bedouin raids, or take a 
train-trip in the original steam 
locomotives, the youngest dating 
back to 1954 (four are still run- 
ling) and have a light meal with 
piano entertainment in the renno- 
vated “A1 Jiza” station of the 
Hijaz railroad which was initially 
designed and built by a German 
engineer in the first half of the 
century and later used in the 
filming of Lawrence of Arabia. 
This Nassar has done and more. 
“My idea is not to just rennovate 
old sites but rather to turn them 
into something useful,” be ex¬ 
plains. 

IBs greatest achievement yet, 
could only take place with die 
help of an old Jordanian family, 
with roots in the country, and 
with an estate, a building com-, 
plex, that stands high on a hill in 
the Yaduda, changing feces with 
the coining and going of the 
various civilisations that inha¬ 
bited it. This was the abode of die 
Abu Jaber family for many gen¬ 
erations. Respected by nearby 
Bedouin tribes they thrived in 
their farming and plantations. 
Some moved to the city and 


returned to spend the summer, 
while others built mansions near¬ 
by. “The original family borne 
was deemed unsafe after the 1927 
earthquake and was raked to 
ground-floor level,” explains 
Yazid Abu Jaber, former resi¬ 
dent, whose family now lives in 
mansions down the hill, with vast 
olive groves all around them. 
“This whole complex was left for 
the horses and for fodder re¬ 
serves. In feet, one can notice 
boles in the vaults through which 
camel caravans, s tanding on the 
roof, would dump- the fodder. 
The way it looks now, Saleh Abu 
Jaber would have appreciated it if 
he could see it now.” Saleh is the 
great grandfather who was so 
determined and shrewd as to 
build this huge complex for Ins 
children. “When we were chil¬ 
dren," Yazid continues, “we did 
not appreciate it. Now we, are 
more aware of its worth. Many 
people have approached us to use 
it towards commercial ends, they 
promised us a lot of money but 
we refused. Finally we found 
someone to appreciate it and do 
something worthwhile with it.” 

The restaurant 

The Abu Jaber complex has, in 
feet, had a facelift that has unear¬ 
thed ancient boulders that wit¬ 
ness to its earliest past, its paths 
were uncovered to show the old 
cobbled road, the gesso removed 
from its walls and vaulted ceilings 
to expose the rough stonework 
used in the building of this tittle 
•village.’ A new name was given 
to it “Kan Zaman” translated as 
“Once upon a time, there 
was...”, referring to all the old 
artifacts and waning trades that 
seem to acquire new life in there. 
Yes, Kan Taman is bustling with 
activity now, presenting to the 
Jordanian people as well as to 
foreigners, an image of all the 
traditional wares that our grand¬ 


fathers used to use. It is a place 
where one could feel melancholic 
and yearn for the past, but where 
file atmosphere of feasting and 
rejoicing, the old-feshioned way, 
ends in a traditional meal more 
like Arab “home-cooking,” with 
live entertainment, be it dances 
such as “Dabkeh,” the fisher¬ 
men’s return, the harvest, 
varieties like.comic skits, the 
reenactment of a village wedding, 
or a recital on the “God, Rababa 
(bedouin string instrument), or 
Shabbabeh (reed flute). The res¬ 
taurant is located in a vast vaulted 
area that has its ori¬ 

ginal character in spite of die 
rennovations. Its accoustics are 
stunning, since the sound hits the 
circular vaults, and rebounds, 
creating a natural amplifier. An 
Arabian-style seating area with 
colourful pillows opens up the 
space to a large, circular, hooded 
fireplace serving as a food-war¬ 
mer. Beside it we recognise the 
good old “Namlieh” our tradi¬ 
tional pantry. Of course, like 
most things here, it is an original 
one. A waiter comes swinging 
about a tray, carrying filled glas¬ 
ses, it could make you jump, but 
the glasses don’t frill, the three 
poles that lead the brass tray to 
the waiter’s hand are studied to 
gain momentum as they swing. 
An astounding feat that one re¬ 
members from his childhood days 
with a smile! Waiters wear the 
traditional Umbaz and Kiber (a 
long overdress whose seams are 
propped up to the waist), their, 
Hatta wound around their heads 
in the manner of fieldworkers. 
They offer free drinks that are 
both traditional and exotic, espe¬ 
cially in their presentation within 
colourful, original containers. 
Sous (Licorice), Tamarind, 
Carob, Almond chink, all what 
our grandfathers drank, and in 
the same way. One Large glass 
container has a- siphoning device 


which, when raised with the fin¬ 
ger presang on the knob, retains 
the liquid; once the finger lets go, 
tiie liquid is released from below 
into toe glass. This ancient con- 
tamer is called “Atramiz-Shaft”. 
One more item among these 
heart-wanning artifacts is toe 
sweet-trolley, which is no other 
than tiie carriage of toe Halawani 
(Street sweets-vendot) with straw 
dfaks that carry typical Arab 
sweets such as Hansse, Sahlab, 
etc. The restaurant area can 
bouse 400 guests but only 154 will 
be admitted to leave space for the 
entertainment and rejoicing. AD 
chairs and celling beams are 
made from antiquated hardwood 
recuperated from the site of the 
old railway. Tt has broken many 
a saw the workmen exclaim. 

Talking of workmen, the is one 
site where toe heart is bound to 
the hand. They seem to feel and 
understand that what they are 
doing is important, after all, they 
are bringing back the good old 
days! A painter, AH, wrote a 
poem about ‘Kan Zaman’ that 
was so charming in its simplicity 
that it now lies on every tablemaL 
Yes, everyone gets a dunce here, 
with no reservations. 

Outside the restaurant, flank¬ 
ing toe cobbled street is a genuine 
old style Souk with craftsmen 
practicing their ancient trades; 
many of whom are in their seven¬ 
ties. Among others Abu Ibrahim, 
die guardian, who was bora on 
the rite over seventy years ago, 
stands with his thin bedouin gait 
and sun-baked skin and holds cm 
to Ins responsibilities. Hearing 
the motors run the first day, he 
feared monsters and put out the 
electricity. That is how authentic 
tins place is. 

AKAttar 

The Bakers, two other sep¬ 
tuagenarians, bake their bread on 


pebbles heated by burnt wood in 
an old fashioned furnace at “A1 
Taboun.” Next stands the shop of 
“Al-Attar” who sells spices, 
herbs, Arabic medednes etc. The 
traditional Attar is known to 
make his own mixes, and so he 
does. A craft area follows called 
“Hirafioun” in which one finch a 
sculptor carving olive wood in 
“Al-Zaitouneh”, a man working 
at copper repousse, another mak¬ 
ing saddles. The Society for the 
Protection of the Family also 
exhibits its embroidered wares.in 
a stall called “Al-Shiniar”. In toe 
stall called “Okaz” an artist 
paints while works depicting (he 
Jordanian scene by George and 
Jack Kaplanian aito Diana Sha- 
m’onki are exhibited. The area 
retains Its antique elements, 
reeds cover toe ceiling (invisibly 
topped with cement overlay to 
protect from rain), (rid beams, an 
original roughly-tiled floor, etc. 
attach these crafts to a long-lived 
tradition. Before you arrive to 
“Bridal Chest” and area where 
tiie Bani Hanrida rags, and other 
Save the Children artifacts 
(quilts, embroidered baggagerie, 
eta) are exhibited, and the vast 
room across the road in which an 
original old Bani Hamida weaver 
win wokfc on her long and primi¬ 
tive loom, yon will encounter in 
the middle of toe street, two old 
Sirkashian carts, the first wheeled 
vehicles in the kingdom, recon¬ 
structed by an old Turkish Sir¬ 
kashian. A third was found, and 
is bring reconditioned. An (rid 
wooden plough like those used 
with a bull and yoke lies around. 
Short piers and columns, found in 
situ, also stand there. A short 
way above, stands the children’s 
theatre; held by Margret 
Maladjarian, for even chudren 
can have Jhefr share of happiness 
here. To liven up the atmos¬ 
phere, colourful horse-driven car¬ 
riages, reverberes and all, offer 


you free rides around the area. 

Looking around at tiie entr¬ 
ance of tins Souk, one finds diffe¬ 
rent architectural structures jux¬ 
taposed upon each other, telling 
the tale of passing years. Around 
a square entrance, for example, 
one can detect an (rid keel arch; 
while above geometric, probably 
Byzantine boulders stand small 
irregular stones. 

A wooden staircase leads you 
below to an open air ‘old- 
fashioned’ cafe with straw stools 
better known as ‘coffee-chairs’. 
An old photographer, above 
seventy,'stands with an antique 
hooded camera-oh-easel, t akin g 
photographs of passers-by. A 
glass kiln supercedes “At-Kbali- 
E,” a shope of blown glass; Al- 
Khalfl referring to Hebron from 
where tins craft derives its arignu 
“A1 Mnkhtai” is a workshop 
where they transfer traditional ofl 
lamps into electric cefling or sidr 
lamps. Finally “A1 Sulsal,” a pot¬ 
tery run by two renowned Jorda¬ 
nian potters Rula Ghandour and 
Hazem ZnTri, stands with its tra¬ 
ditional Arab pottery wares deco¬ 
rated with script that conveys 
wishes of good health and “bon 
appetit”. These wares are used in 
the restaurant and could be done 
to order. An extra wheel allows 
the visitor to try his hand at 
pottery. 

Outside this lower souk, under 
the climbing plants, in a tradition¬ 
al Arab setting, one can look out 
across the hiTls and see the sur¬ 
rounding mountains, bedecked 
with trees, witnesses of a deter¬ 
mined generation, who, in spite 
of all odds managed to incorpo¬ 
rate within its livelihood, lots of 
charming moments, very much in 
the fashion that yon experience 
today in ‘Kan Zaman’. With 
modem facilities and all, it holds 
the last vestiges of an ethnic 
culture that has been left behind 
for more Western stuff.

Algerian Communist Party legalised 

ALGIERS (R) — Algeria has legalised the Communist Party, 
banned since 1962, in a further step towards multi-party democra¬ 
cy, the state-run newspaper A1 Messa has said. It said the 
Vanguar d Socialist Party, the successor to the Communist Parly, 
was given legal states by the Interior Ministry on Sept. M) after 
applying last month. A party leader contacted by Renters said tiie 
report was tantamount to an official announcement by' the 
ministry. Known by its French initials PAGS, the party was 
formed underground in 1966 by left-wing FLN di ss id e n ts and 
for me r members of the Algerian Communist Party, which was 
banned a few months after independence. Since July Algeria has 
allowed parties opposed to the ruling National Liberation Front 
(FLN) to apply for legal status for tire first time since the country 
hacanie independent in 1962. 

France to discuss loan row with Iran 

PARIS (R) — A senior French diplomat will visit Tehran next 
week to diam Iran’s demand for foil repayment of a one-bOHon- 
doHar loan made by the late shah, government sources have said. 
They confirmed a report in tiie satirical and political weekly Le 
Canard Enchaine that tiie mission would be carried out by 
Francois Scheer, France’s Middle East envoy. The Foreign 
Ministry declined to comment. Iran has said the improvement of 
relations between the two countries would depend on settling the 
dispute. France and Iran have recently resumed ties, which were 
severed for 11 months between 1987 and 1988 in a dispute over 
French allegations that Iran’s Paris embassy helped terrorists. 
Iran says that, with interest, the 1974 loan would be worth S2 
billion. France has repaid $630 nuHian in two instalments since 
JL986.. But' Paris wants the Iranians to pay compensation to a • 
'Friauch firm.for breaking a contract, to buy uranium. 

Velayati starts talks In Malaysia 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (AP) — Visiting Iranian Foreign 
Minister AH Akbar Velayati told Malaysian Foreign Minister Abu 
Hassan Omar that Iran wants to see a narrowing of the trade gap 
between the two countries which was now in Malaysia’s favour. 
The Deputy Secretary General of tiie Malaysian Foreign Ministry 
Abdul Majid Mohammad told reporters that Velayati made the 
call during talks tiie two foreign ministers and their officials held 
at toe Foreign Ministry Ihesgay, the first day of a two-day visit by 
Velayati. Abdul Majid, who attended toe talks, said Velayati 
suggested Malaysia bay more Iranian goods as part of the process 
to narrow tiie gap. Iran currently imports about 20 million worth 
of Malaysian products, mainly commodities such as natural 
rubber, palm oil and timber annually. But Malaysia’s imparts 
from Iran, mainly foodstuffs and erode oil, have so farbeen 
negligible and below $1 nrilHon a year. Abu Hassan explained to 
the Iranians that Malaysia practised a free-enterprise system and 
it was up to the Iranian to come and market its products to the 
Malaysian private sector, Abdul Majid said. 

'Awareness day 1 to honor hostages 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is being asked to designate 
U.S. journalist Terry Anderson's birthday next month as a 
national day of prayer for the eight U.S. citizens held hostage in 
Lebanon. U.S. Congressman Paul Henry, a Republican, intro¬ 
duced a joint resolution to mark Oct. 27 as National Hostage 
Awareness Day. The resolution says church bells should be rang 
for one minute at noon that day. Anderson, chief Middle East 
correspondent for the Associated Press, was kidnapped March 16, 
1985, and has been held the longest of any of the eight U.S: 
c iti zen s still believed to be alive. Anderson will be 42 on Oct. 27. 
“It’s... an exercise in conscience for tins American people, so we 
can say we did what we could,” Henry said at a news confe re nce.

AMMAN (Petra) — The Justice 
Ministry announced Wednesday 
it has co mpleted work on a new 
arbitration law and sent it to tiie 
cabinet to be endorsed before it 
can be put into force. 

The draft law was prepared by 
the minctiy upon directives from 
Prime Minister Sharif Zaid Ibn 
Shaker so that Jordan will have a 
new set of regulations to cope 
with toe developments in trade, 
industry and the contracting busi¬ 
ness, to replace the existing law 
which came into force 37 years 
ago, accord i ng to a Justice Minis¬ 
try statement 

The statement said that the 


Jordanian Engineers and 
tractors Associations, the 


Amman Chambers of Industry 
■and Trade and Jordanian lawyers 
as well as university professors 
and other people and organisa¬ 
tions with wide-ranging experi¬ 
ence in arbitration procedures at 
toe regional and international 
levels, in odor to help enact the 
new law. 

The new law on arbitration is 
bound to complement the work 
of courts in many cases and is 
bound to cut down on lengthy 
procedures in the course of court 
proceedings, the statement 
added. 

From now on arbitration com¬ 
mittee comprising experts in 
trade, industry and the contract¬ 
ing business will be held to dis¬ 


cuss cases and issue and their 
decisions will be endorsed by 
Jordanian courts, the statement 
pointed out. 

The new law aims to reduce toe 
number of cases referred to the 
courts, especially as they deal 
vrito matters of finance and trade, 
requiring high level expertise and 
specialisation which can only be 
provided through the arbitration 
committee, the statement added. 

In addition, the statement said, 
the Ministry of Justice has final¬ 
ised a draft law on amendment on 
toe arial weights on roads which 
will be referred to the cabinet for 
approval. 

It said that Jordanian courts 
win, from now on, look into cases 
involving axial weight issues.

AMMAN (Petra) — The Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Organisation 
(AMO) is amenity preparing for 
toe establishment: of a Jordanian 
federation of agricultural expor¬ 
ters to European countries, and 
has already issued a handbook to 
help exporters provide informa¬ 
tion about export prospects to 
Europe, according to the director 
of AMCFs Quality Control De¬ 
partment Ibrahim UreikaL

months there was a upsurge in the 
amounts of exported vegetables 
and Craft to European markets, 
thanks to the concerted efforts of- 
the AMO staff and the Jordanian* 
exporters. 

According to Unflcat, AMO 
has prepared an integrated plan 
to promote methods lor increas- 
ing exports- Thfiptan entaOsim- 

r “ug control on expmters who, 
sod, should apply standard 
specifications acceptable to the 
European markets. 

Hie plan, wltidi has been 
worked out in coopoatfon with 
toe United States Agency for 
international Development 
(USAID), envisages disp a tchin g 
nffi ria h an d exporters on a tour 


of E urope an markets to familia¬ 
rise themselves with their needs 
of vegetables and fruits, Urrtkat 
noted. 

"At present, Jordan’s efforts to 
vastly increase zfs crop exports to 
Europe are bang hampered by 
the lack of sufficient proper trans¬ 
port facilities and the high cost of 
air freight,” Unokat noted. 

He said that AMD has enlisted 
toe help of a foreign specialist in 
crop export operations to stndy 
Jordan’s land, maritime and anr 
transport potentials and possible 
export operations. 

In fact, Jordan turned to Euro¬ 
pean and Golf markets in 1985 
when traditional markets for its 

C uts in Lebanon, Syria and 
were dosed for Jordanian 
exporters, acconfing to AMO 
Director General Fabd Al A 2 ab. 

Even toe traditional Gulf mar¬ 
kets which used to import Jorda¬ 
nian, products are now sht-mlring 
because Golf countries started 

Sd^o^^m^^strong omi£ 
petition from Turkey and Leba¬ 
non in those markets, Azab 
panted out. 


But despite the setbacks, he 
said, Jordan's agricultural exports 
in the past three years accounted 
for 35 per cent of the total ex¬ 
ported national products, Azab 
noted. 

The past decade witnessed a 
vast increase in the volume of 
national agricultural production, 
erasing surpluses to surface and 
create bottlenecks in marketing. 

He said that while Jordan had 
previously relied on Arab mar¬ 
kets to seQ its products, attention 
is now being shifted towards 
Europe. AMO, he said, has been 
paving toe way for this develop¬ 
ment fa cooperation with USAID 
by dispatching teams of exporters 
to European markets. 

The teams visited France, the 
Netherlands and West Germany 
in May 1988 and had a dose-hand 
study of their needs of products, 
Azab said. 

Any development in ways and 
methods of exporting products 
and new markets abroad Azab 
conrinded, are bound to help 
eabanoc the national economy 
and ensure more revenues of 
bard currency needed for de¬ 
velopment. 


Seminar reviews study on joint 
Jordanian-Syrian pesticide plant 


DAMASCUS (J.T.) — A semi¬ 
nar has opened here to review a 
feasibility stndy on a joint Jorda- 
nian-Syrian pesticide plant to be 
set up in Syria to meet toe needs 
of the two countries and export 
the surplus to the Arab Worid. 

Minister (ft Industry ami Trade 
ZsyadJfsoab and his Syrian coun¬ 
terpart Antoine Jubran are 
among a group (ft Syrian and 
Jordanian rnmkter* and officials 
raking part in the s eminar along 

with a representative of toe Arab 
Organisation for Industrial De- 
vdopfoent (AOID) which is co¬ 
sponsoring the project 

The seminar, acconfing to Sy¬ 
rian officials, win pare the way 
also for an expanded meeting 
later on to decide on marketing 
ttnti organisational ■ matters. 

The pesticide project is being 
'carried out by toe joint Jorda- 
man-Syrian Industry Company 
which is also carrying out a num¬ 
ber of joint industrial schemes. 

Innab told the opening session 
that the joint industry company 
has already established two plans, 
one for processing white cement 
in Jordan and the other for pro¬ 
ducing wall to wall carpeting in 
Sweida, Syria. 

“The two projects are progres¬ 
sing satisfactorily despite the dif¬ 
ficulties, and their products are. 


meeting the needs of Syrian and 
Jordanian markets,** toe minister 
noted. 

Referring to the pesticide pro¬ 
ject, Innab said that its products 
have a very good chance to be 
marketed m the Arab World 
which annually consumes some 
$332 mftfion mirth of pesticides. 

Innab pledged fall Jordanian 
support for the project and ex¬ 
pressed hope that organisations 
invited to the seminar would ex¬ 
tend support and a s sistan c e . 

The Syrian ministers of eco¬ 
nomy asd foreign trade and inn d- 
stry also addressed the seminar’s 
opening session paying tribute to 
the, on-going process of integra¬ 
tion between Jordan and Syria in 
economic affairs. 

They said that the pesticide 
plant wfll bve an overall produc¬ 
tion capacity of 4,296 tonnes 
annually to be mostly marketed 
in Jordan and Syria. 

The pesticide company, they 
said, will be set up in imple¬ 
mentation of the joint Jordanian- 
Syrian Higher Committee Re¬ 
solutions token in July 1988. 

Last October, a general finan¬ 
ciers meeting was held in Amman 
to raise funds for the project and 
to enlist support from various 
investment and financial orga¬ 


nisations of toe scheme. 

According to Ahmad Munir 
Ham ash, the joint company 
board chairman, nearly 60 per 
cent of the plant’s total produc¬ 
tion will be marketed in Jordan 
and Syria and toe rest will find its 
way to neighbouring Arab states. 

Ham ash expected the pro¬ 
jected plant to produce some 
4,000 tonnes of pesticides 
annually. 

He said that pesticides can be 
of nse mainly in agriculture but 
wifi also be used for eliminating 
insects and protecting public 
health. 

Innab, wbo is in Damascus to 
take part in the AOID meetings, 
earlier co-chaired-a joint Jorda- 
man-Syrian Higher Committee 
meeting with Dr. Mohammad Zkn- 
adi, the Syrian minister of eco¬ 
nomy and foreign trade, to re¬ 
view scopes of cooperation be¬ 
tween the two countries, covered 
by the minutes of the 
committee which convened' in 
Damascus last July. 

Innab said later that a review 
was made of bilateral cooperation 
in industry, agriculture, trans¬ 
port, electricity and oi1, as well as 
economic »n<i trade and 
matters and banking arrange¬ 
ments to settle even-handed trade 
deals.

MANY ATTEMPTS were made to by-pass the tripartite 
Arab committee entrusted to resolve the deteriorating 
Lebanese cross and tbey woe all in vain. Now all parties 
inride and outride Lebanon are redBcovering that the only 
viable hope is to give tbe Arab efforts a real chance to 
succeed. Much valuable time was wasted and untold 
trillings , sufferings and destruction were also wickedly and 
criminally invested in the search for other ways to put an 
end to the conflict: breeding Lebanon. Fortunately, all sides 
have returned to their senses and now appear prepared to 
reactivate the Arab efforts. 

But for the Arab efforts to triumph, it must solicit total 
Arab support on the basis of its initial findings. There is no 
more excuse to hide the focts and factors or even the 
dreumstanses ftat Bed the first Arab attempts into a dead 
aid street. Tbe Arab capitals and the Arab peoples 
everywhere cannot be exported to pronounce themselves in 
no uncertain terms on the peace process in Lebanon without 
being told dearly about what vest wrong in the first place 
with the dedicated efforts of the Higher Arab Committee 
established by the mast recent Arab summit at Casablanca. 
Time is certainly ripe and propitious for direct and free 
exchange of information on the subject of Lebanon. The 
cards, affl the cards, most now or never be put on the table 
for all rides, inducing the principle players to see. 

The Arab World was promised the submission of an 
interim progress report from the Arab Committee on its 
activities. Such a report has yet to surface. It is just possible 
that the revelation o? this report can put the future Arab 
efforts on a more secure and stable course. Any other way 
would only put the Arab effort, on which tbe entire 
international community now depends, into yet another 
vicious circle with no end in sight. Lebanon and tbe 
Lebanese deserve openness in the treatment of their 
decade-ansd-half tragedy and tile Arab World must be 
prepared to offer it to them. This 5s tbe least that humanity 
can do for them.

Al Ra’i Arabic daily on Wednesday discussed the resumption of 
the Arab League tripartite committee's mission in Lebanon and 
said the fact that the meeting of tbe committee was taking place in 
Jeddah was a good omen for Lebanon. Saudi Arabia, said the 
paper, is placing its weight behind tbe committee, facDitatuig its 
work and helping it to achieve success in its endeavour to end the 
conflict in Lebanon. The committee which last July announced its 
failure to achieve a breakthrough, is now being assisted and 
backed in its efforts by Saudi Arabia and the Arab League 
member countries at large, and therefore, the only reminding 
issues here is the cooperation of tbe factions in Lebanon so that 
success can be achieved. Should the committee foil again, the 
door will be wide open for further tragedies and could threaten 
tbe security of the Arab Nation as a whole, the paper noted. Tbe 
paper said that Arab masses are looking forward to a fruitful 
effort by the Arab League committee, now that it is working 
under new circumstances following the removal of all obstacles 
that stood in tbe way of its efforts in its previous attempts. The 
paper expressed hope that aD parties involved in (he Lebanese 
issutf will now extend a helping hand to the committee to ensure 
its success. 

A columnist in Al Ra'i Arabic daily on Wednesday criticised the 
Arab League for holding its sessions in secret without relaying tbe 
outcome of these meetings to the Arab masses who are involved 
in a battle of destiny with tbe Israeli enemy. Mahmoud Al Rimnwi 
says that whatever goes on inside the Arab League council should 
be published so that the Arab citizens can keep abreast with the 
discussions. Tbe writer notes that tbe Arab League council has 
foiled so far to follow up on a resolution taken by the Casablanca 
Arab summit on the formation of a higher committee to back the 
intifada at the international forums. There is no more talk about 
that committee or its work, nor is there any talk about the Arab 
stand with regard to Israel's idea of holding elections in the 
occupied territories, says tbe writer. He says that the conncO 
meeting is no less important than that of tbe Arab summits. We 
realise that the council plans to discuss the occupied territories, 
Lebanon, the Gulf and other issues, bat there is no justification 
whatsoever for failing to follow up the implementation of Arab 
s ummi t resolutions, says the writer. It is regrettable, he adds, that 
no serious steps have been taken so far to provide me aningf ul 
support for tile Palestinian uprising which is designed to end 
occupation of Arab land. 

Al Dustour daily discussed King Hussein’s visit to the govemorate 
of Maan Wednesday. It said that the city of Maan served as the 
first station where the leaders of the Great Arab Revolt stopped 
to gather their forces and pursue the march north. Tbe King is 
making tin visit as part of Ins round-the-country tours, which 
started some time ago, for the sake of meeting the local 
inhabitants and being dose to them and to their lives, the paper 
noted. It said that the King has maint ained an open channel of 
communication with his people and moving in the foodsteps of his 
grandfather who served as one of the revolt’s great leaders earlier 
mis century. The city of Maan is Wednesday opening its arms.to 
welcome the grandson of the founder of the Kingdom and a 
leader who is implementing the principles and the goals of the 
great revolt. 


Israel and the occupied territories: 
Possible extrajudicial execution 


The following is as Amnesty In¬ 
ternational report 

AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL 
has called, on the Israeli govern¬ 
ment to order a swift and impar¬ 
tial investigation into the kiltin g 
of a 17-year-old Palestinian who 
it fears may have been the victim 
of an extrajudidal execution by 
die security forces. 

In a telex sent to Prime Minis¬ 
ter Yitzhak Shamir on Aug. 1, 
Amnesty Internationa] expressed 
concern that Yasser Mohammad 
Abu Ghawsh appeared to have 
been shot and killed on July 10 
when it might have been possible 
to arrest trim without using lethal 
force and even though he did not 
appear to have been suspected of 
any life-endangering offence. 

Amnesty International told 
Shamir that its information was 
that after the shooting the youth 
was not given medical attention 
by security forces, that a doctor 
was prevented from treating him 
on the spot and that he was not 
taken for emergency treatment to 
nearby medical facilities. 

According to information re¬ 
ceived by Amnesty International, 
Yasser Abu Ghawsh was shot 
dead by Israeli security forces as 
he walked with friends along a 
crowded main road towards tbe 
central square of Ramallah, on 
the West Bank, late in the morn¬ 
ing of July 10. The following 
sequence of events is alleged to 
have occurred: 

A Volkswagen vehicle stopped 
near him and three men in civi¬ 
lian clothes got out. One of two 
others r emainin g in tiie vehicle 
put a blue light on its roof, 
identifying it as a security forces 
vehicle. Yasser Abu Ghawsh and 


his friends started to ran in the 
direction of the central square, 
pursued by (he three men, who 
drew pistols and fired in the air. 

It is not dear whether they 
ordered Yasser Abu Ghawsh to 
stop either before or after open¬ 
ing fire, or whether he saw the 
blue light placed on top of the 
vehicle. Witnesses said they did 
not hear any verbal warning. 

Yasser Abu Ghawsh and his 
friends turned into a side street 
pursued by the three men. One of 
the pursuers stopped as soon as 
he bad turned tbe corner into this 
street, took aim with bis pistol 
and fired several shots in rapid 
succession at Yasser Abu 
Ghawsh,, who was running in the 
middle of the street. 

The youth was hit in the head 
and the back by three or more 
bullets. An eye-witness says the 
shots were fared at a range of 
under 10 metres — a distance not 
exceeding the length of two cars 
parked alongside the road. Yaser 
Abu Ghawsh fell to tbe ground, 
approximately 20 metres into the 
side street. His friends ran away 
unharmed. 

After the shooting, Yasser Abu 
Ghawsh’s body was surrounded 
by his three pursuers and by 
soldiers who arrived quickly in 
two jeeps. A Palestinian doctor, 
whose office is nearby, came to 
give assistance. He identified 
himself as a doctor to the soldiers 
but tbey refused to let him 
approach the youth's body, which 
they loaded on to the floor of 
their jeep. However, the doctor 
pushed forward and managed to 
feel Yasser Abu Ghawsh’s neck 
— he believes the youth was still 
alive then. 

The jeep was then driven off in 


the direction of tiie military head¬ 
quarters in Ramallah, according 
to eye-witnesses, while the three 
men in civilian dothes returned 
to their vehicle and drove away 
undisturbed. / 

Yasser Abu Ghawsh is said to 
have been taken to tbe military 
headquarters and kept there for 
over three hours before an ambu¬ 
lance came for him. He is be¬ 
lieved to have died | before it 
arrived. An autopsy 1 was re¬ 
portedly carried out [before the 
youth was buried at dawn on July 
12 . 

Yasser Abu Ghawsh is said to. 
have been wanted for arrest by 
tbe Israeli authorities and to have 
recently escaped two attacks by 
soldiers and plainclothes men on 
July 2 and 6, during which, 
firearms appear to have been 
used against him. He had 
apparently been involved in a 
demonstration in Ramallah on 
the morning when be was ItiUed. 
Press reports in the following 
days quoted Israeli military 
sources as saying that Yasser Abu 
Ghawsh was killed by security 
forces after ignoring an order to 
stop and that he had been in¬ 
volved in “harassing” Palesti¬ 
nians suspected of collaborating 
with Israeli security forces. 

Amnesty International has cal¬ 
led for a speedy and impartial 
investigation into this incident, 
and for the finding s and methods 
to be made public without delay. 
The organisation said that where 
there was suspicion of unlawful 
kflfing by members of the security 
forces, those involved should be 
suspended from active duty while 
the investigation proceeds. Any¬

KABUL — In the orphanage 
where he grew up, a young sol¬ 
dier talks calmly about taking 
revenge for the murder of his 
entire family. Then, he pas¬ 
sionately recites his poefcy of 
peace and love, and hatred of the 
Afghan Mujahedeen guerrillas. 

*Tm a poet, an artist and a 
tank commander,” said 18-year- 
old N aima tullah Mawj. “Out of 
18 people of my family, I am the 
only survivor. All my life has 
become a poem.” 

Like Mawj, many other Kabul 
orphans of the 11-year Afghan 
civil war have no memories of life 
without rockets, fighting and 
death. They can only dream of 
walking in the mountains, driving 
across the country and nights 
without curfew. Much of Afgha¬ 
nistan is controlled by the Mu¬ 
jahedeen, U.S.-backed Muslim 
warriors fighting the Soviet- 
ahgned Kabul government. 

The boyish-looking soldier, in 
his camouflage uniform, had re¬ 
turned to tire Wattan Nursery, 
the “Orphanage of the Home¬ 
land” in northwest Kabul, where 
the majority of the 1,100 children 
are the sons and daughters of 
those kflled by guerrillas. 

“I came hoe when 1 was 9 
years old. This is my home. I 
come to see my teachers, my 
friends,” Mawj said, bursting into 
poetry about the nursery “which 
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has become a nest of love for 
me.” 

The top graduate of the 
orphanage’s secondary school, he 
published a book of poems and 
started studying journalism at 
Kabul University when he de¬ 
cided to join the army 18 months 
ago- 

. “I went into the army because I 
wanted revenge,” he said. 

Military service is obligatory 
for Afghan men in areas control¬ 
led by the Kabul government, 
but Mawj gave up a deferment 
for university studies to serve in 
the army sooner. 

Chosen for President Najib’s 
elite special guard, he first served 
as a bodyguard for the presidenfs 
wife and is now a first lieutenant, 
commanding a tank unit in 
Kabul, he said. 

Mawj said he hadn’t killed any 
of those he blames for murdering 
Ins family in the village of Siagart 
in Paxwan province north of 
Kabul, but he said be has killed 
three other guerrillas, two with 
rockets, one with a bullet. 

Did it feel good? “Yes, be¬ 
cause tbey had cut my young 
sister in pieces,” he said. 

In one poem, Mawj wrote: “I 
have great hate against an ignor¬ 
ant enemy, but I believe in com¬ 
mon sense. I don’t want war, I 
want peace. We all want peace. 
We are tired of war.” 

The orphanage promotes pat¬ 
riotism from an early age. A 
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gr oup of 6-year-old sang a song 
' for a viator which started: “I wifi 
become a hero. Oh, guard my 
homeland.” 

Speaking in a strong voice, 
Mawj recited a poem he wrote 
about Afghanistan: 

“Your Sigh mountains are sym- 
bols of old pride. 

*lh the spring, yon are ex¬ 
tremely beautiful and your de¬ 
serts are so 'vast, 

“I want every comer of you 
green with Sovmrs and blossoms, 
“If I write 100,000 stories ab¬ 
out yon, stm it win be too frttte, 
“For the service of my people, 
I am an ongoing tide 
The orphanage also fosters 
strong links with tire Soviet Un¬ 
ion and East bloc countries. Ev¬ 
ery year, almost half tire students 
go to the Soviet Union, Hungary 
or Czechoslovakia to study. Rus¬ 
sian is tire only foreign language 
taught at Wattan «nd students are 
well versed in Maxxist-Lemmst 
philosophy. 

Mawj, who studied in the 
Soviet Union, speaks Russian 
and just joined the ruling Peo¬ 
ple’s Democratic Party of Afgha¬ 
nistan. He said he would like 
both superpowers out of Afgha¬ 
nistan. 

“I have seen a lot of pain and 
agony, and I give myself the right 
to ask the United States not to 
give sophisticated weapons to tire 
extremists because it vjfll increase 
tire bloodshed in Afghanis tan,” 
he said.

SALANG HIGHWAY, Afgha¬ 
nistan—The Salang highway has 
an awesome reputation as tire 
most dangerous road in Afgha¬ 
nistan. 

Twisting for 420 kilometres 
from tire capital Kabul through 
the Hindu Kush mountains to the 
Soviet border, dusty in summer 
and toy in winter, it is tire coma- 
try’s lifelin e. 

But its reputation stems not 
from its precipitous route, sharp 
curves, narrow lanes and huge 
potholes but because it is a prime 
target for Mujahedeen rebels. 

Both the rebels and the govern¬ 
ment know that whoever controls 
the Salang determines whether 
Kabul has food and fuel for the 
bitter winter months or whether it 
starves and goes cold. 

Guerrillas say they are plan¬ 
ning to block tire Salang to put 
pressure on the capital. But it is 
not dear whether they can muster 
the necessary coordination and 
force to do so. 

To show it controls tire road, 
tire government recently took 40 
journalists in helicopters and 
armoure d personnel carriers up

He was arrested on Aug. 23, 
1988 and is awaiting trial on 
charges relating to political activi¬ 
ties in connection with tire intifa¬ 
da.

Mohammad Jubran is seriously 
rBwHarf suffering fr om rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis and osteoporosis. 
He had a total hip replacement in 
the late 1970s which now needs 
further surgery. He also suffers 
from a duodenal ulcer. 

Mohammad Jubran was first 


arrested in 1972 and sentenced to 
six years, apparently m connec¬ 
tion with bis political activities, 
but was released is 1975 before 
expiry of tbe sentence for beaftb 
reasons. In 1978 and 1979 be is 
reported to have been operated 
for bilateral hop replacement. In 
1985 he fell suffering damage to 
tire hips. He was reported to nave 
suffered “marked painful limita¬ 
tion of hip movement.” In 1987 
he was examined at Makassed 
Hospital which reported that he 
“needs revision of tire prosthesis 
and replacement of the femoral 
component as soon as possible,” 
adding that be was felly incapaci¬ 
tated. 

The operation was scheduled 
for September 1989. Lawyers for 
Mohammad Jubran asked a court 
bearing on June 27,1989 to trans¬ 
fer him to a place where he could 
receive proper medical care, in¬ 
cluding to a prison ho spit al. Tbe 
request was refused. Subsequent¬ 
ly, he was transferred from tbe 
Moscobiyya detention centre 
where he was held. 

Amnesty International is call¬ 
ing on the Israeli authorities to 
ensure that the above-named 
prisoners receive the medical 
treatment recommended by their 
doctors and that tbe family of 
Mohammad Jubraa is immediately 
informed of his place of deten¬ 
tion.

At Jabul-os-Saraj, a former 
Soviet militar y camp now a heavi¬ 
ly fortified Afghan army base, the 
journalists boarded three 
armoured personnel carriers and 
headed up the road. 

They passed green onion and 
corn fields which contrasted 
sharply with the grey and brown 
mountains of die Hindu Kush 
which rose in tire distance. 

Beyond tire Kush is the Fanj- 
shir valley controlled by rare of 
Afghanistan's. most effective re¬ 
bel commanders, Ahmad Shah 
Massoud. 

The journalists passed lorries 
and buses loaded with melons, 
timber, sacks of floor and cement 
and other goods destined for 
Kabul. Large numbers of empty 
trucks headed in tire opposite 
direction toward the Soviet 
border. 

Soldiers waved from outposts 
in tire hills overlooking the road. 

The Salang highway is fined 
with burnt-out tanks and the rust¬ 
ing hulks of lorries, vivid renrin- 
ders of tire battles for control of 
the road first between Soviet 
troops; who withdrew finally in 
February this year, and Afghan 
rebels, and nojv between the re¬ 
bels and the Afghan army. 


Other vehicles littered the 
banks of the Salang River that 
snakes along beside the road 

Farther on, small villages tuck¬ 
ed into tbe hillsides or straddling 
ridges have been reduced to 
ruins, damaged in crossfire dur¬ 
ing the 10-year-old civil war and 
then destroyed in a combined 
Soviet and Afghan sweep in early 
January. 

The highway was tire main 
route for Soviet troops leaving 
Afghanistan in February and tire 
villages were levelled to deny 
them to rebels planning to attack 
tire retre ati ng fences. 

Reports say hundreds of vil¬ 
lages, suspected of being Mujahe¬ 
deen strongholds, were destroyed 
by aerial attacks and artillery fee. 

Colonel Barakatnliab, deputy 
commander at tire Bogha Mudon 
army outpost, 26 kilometres 
soutii of fee Salang tunnel, said 
the villagers were told to evacu¬ 
ate the area before the operation. 

However, diplomatic sources 
in Kabul said many of tbe villa¬ 
gers chose not to leave and many 
were killed when the drive began. 

One journalist who visited the 
area last November sadly recalled 
tire thriving atmosphere of these 
communities which now lay in 
ruin. 

Ba rakatullah said after 
tire Soviet withdrawal the Mu¬ 
jahedeen tried to cut tire road but 
were unsuccessful because the 
army had established new posts 
along it.

the evolution 


TRADE between India and Jor¬ 
dan is governed by a Trade 
Agreement signed in February 
1976. The Agreement replaced 
the earlier Trade Agreement 
signed in 1963. The new Agree¬ 
ment abolished quotas for Indian 
goods like tea, steel rods and 
bars, iron and steel tubes and 
pipes, cotton fabrics and miscel¬ 
laneous products. India's ex¬ 
ports to Jordan are mainly tea 
steel tubes and pipes, hand- 
tocris, pharmaceuticals, ready¬ 
made garments and electric 
goods, etc. 


Imports made by India from. 
Jordan consist mainly of potas¬ 
sium, raw phosphate and fertiliz¬ 
ers. The balance of trade has 
been in favour of Jordan for quite 
sometime, with the latest figure 
for 1988 reading U.S.S116.602 
million (Exports to Jordan read¬ 
ing only $6,716 million against 
imports worth U.S.S122.636 mil¬ 
lion).. The imbalance is mainly 
because of sizeable imports of 
rock-phosphate by India from 
Jordan. 

In order to streamline the two- 
way trade between the two coun¬ 
tries and to correct the imba¬ 
lance of trade, the agreed mi¬ 
nutes erf the second IncfcvJorda- 
nian Jradeapd, Economic Jcrfgi, 
Committeemeetings whidh wefre 


held in New Delhi in March 1987, 
.called for increasing trade 
volume between the two coun¬ 
tries and the Jordanian side 
agreed to make all possible 
attempts to import goods from 
India up to $40 million during 
1987. 

Both aides agreed for putting 
up joint industrial projects for 
fertilizers either in Jordan or in 
India, utilising Jordanian raw 
material for manufacturing pro¬ 
ducts and for marketing the pro¬ 
ducts in both the countries. 
However, whereas India was 
able to meet the import targets, 
Jordan's imports from India re¬ 
mained very low, thus tilting the 
balance of trade in Jordan's 
favour. The matter was again 
taken up in the third meeting of 
the Indo-Jordanian Joint commit¬ 
tee held in Amman from March 
27,1989 to April 1.1989. Jordan 
agreed to increase its imports 
from India to the tune of $50 
million in 1989. India agreed to 
increase its level of imports from 
Jordan by $20-30 million during 
1989 and agreed to import 
1,200,000 to 1,500,000 tonnes of 
rock phosphate, 500,000 to 
550,000 tonnes of MOP and 
200,000 tonnes of DAP.

iect was awarded to M/s Som 
Dutt Builders and MMTC consor¬ 
tium involving total value of $120 
million. The Indian Railway Con¬ 
struction Company, a public sec¬ 
tor company was also granted a 
workshop extension project at 
Aqaba involving a total value of 
five milfion U.S. dollars. The Gov¬ 
ernment of Jordan has further 
assured that they are taking 
steps to encourage imports from 
India and evolve systems so as 
to source the imports both in 
public and private sector from 
Jndia.

‘Trade fair culture’ deeply 
embedded in Indian strategy

AMMAN — The "trade far cul¬ 
ture," which now dominates 
international business, not only 
owes its origins to India but it 
has also mushroomed into all 
of its modem manifestations in 
the country, according to 
VJD.NL Rae, director of the 
Sept 14-22 Indian Trade Ex¬ 
hibition in Amman. 

"The art of displaying wares 
for sales in special arenas is 
very much pronounced in Indi¬ 
a's history dating back to 
thousands of years," says Mr. 
Rao, general manager of the 
Trade Fair Authority of India 
(TFAI). "What you will be 
seeing in Amman is a trans¬ 
formation of the concept of our 
ancient 'melas' (village fairs) 
where everyone who had 
something to sell converged 
and sought to attract buyers.” 

“What we have been doing 
over the years is to absorb and 
develop the concept of attract¬ 
ing business through display in 


all modem forms and shapes," 
adds Rao, a TFAI veteran of 
over 100 international fairs in 
Western Europe and the Gulf 
Arab states. “India, like any 
other country, has totally 
accepted the idea that trade 
fairs are the most cost-effective 
way of export promotion 
through physically getting your 
message across to interested 
parties." 

"It's very unfortunate that we 
did not come to Jordan ear¬ 
lier,” he says. "We find 
tremendous potential in the 
Kingdom not only in trade but 
also in long-term industrial pro¬ 
jects where India can offer its 
technology." 

Rao pointed out that TFAI, 
which was established in 1977, 
now organises dozens of trade 
exhibitions every year in va¬ 
rious parts of India itself, many 
of them specialised gatherings 
for a particular line of product. 
He cites as examples the India 
International Leather Fair, 
which is held every January in 
the southern city of Madras, 
and the Ahara (Food) Fair and 


the Indian International Electro¬ 
nics Exhibition held in New 
Delhi. But, the most colourful 
and major event for the author¬ 
ity is its annual India Interna¬ 
tional Trade Fair held every 
November in New Delhi. More 
than 40 countries take part in 
the fair. 

The Sept. 14-22 event in 
Amman, according to Rao, is a 
“modest effort but aiming at 
lasting results." He express¬ 
es confidence that it "will open 
up a new chapter in Jordanian- 
Indian economic relations and 
industrial cooperation." 

"We hope to come back with 
fresher ideas and thoughts,” 
he says. "We hope to make an 
Indian trade fair in Jordan a 
regular event" 

One of the things that has 
impressed Rao in Jordan is the 
“efficiency and cooperation of 
its people, whether on the offi¬ 
cial level or otherwise.” 

He has high words of praise 
for officials of the Ministry of 
industry and Trade, the Am¬ 
man Chamber of Commerce, 
ihe Amman Chamber of Indus¬

IMF warns anew on debt 


WASHINGTON (R)—World economic growth has 
Proved to be surprisingly strong, but tbe burden of 
debt is stffl crashing many poor countries, tbe 
"rternatiot^l Monetary Fund (IMF) said in its 
annual report. 


■The 151-nation tending agency 
wfslcoined die continuation of 
teahhy growth in output and 
investment in the industrial world 
and said developing nations as 
group enjoyed one of their 


highest growth rates in a decade 
in 1988. 

But the IMF, which oversees 
the world economy, warned that 
the current prosperity is 
threatened on a number of fronts 
and. said go v ernments most coor¬ 
dinate their policies better. 

The report was originally sche¬ 
duled to oe released Wednesday. 

How to sustain economic 
growth and ease the burden of 
Third World debt will be major 
topics when thoosands of officials 
and bankers gather here next 
week for tbe animal meetings of 


the IMF and its sister agency, the 
Worid Bank. 

As in tbe past, the fond aimed 
its bluntest wanting at the United 
States, whose massive trade de¬ 
ficit rem a in* a major source of 
vulnerability in the agency’s view. 

Repeating advice that has be¬ 
come conventional wisdom, the 
fond said the best way to reduce 
the trade deficit was to dose die 
government’s budget gap, which 
would aDow resources to be chan¬ 
nelled into exports without 

aridfng to inflation OT Crow di ng 

out investment. 

A further drop in the (foliar 
would help to narrow the trade 
gap by making U.S. exports 
cheaper overseas. But because 
American factories are already 
working flat out, such a move 


now would merely fuel inflation, 
foe IMF believes. 

“While external adjustment 
may include flutter changes in 
real rates over time, it 

» the board’s view that such 
changes need to be accomp an ied 
by the implementation of 
appro pri ate fiscal and structural 
■ polices,” foe report said. 

As well as foe need for “urgent 
and forceful” action to reduce the 
budget ‘difidt, foe IMF said mea¬ 
sures might also bo needed to end 
foe U.S. tax code's bias against 
private saving. 

The IMF had kinder words for 
Japan than it had for tbe United 
S t ate s . It commended the author¬ 
ities’ handling of the budget and 
said foe scope for unilateral 
financial actum by Tokyo to re¬ 
duce its external surplus was E- 

tmfwf 

West Germany, foe IMF said, 
must act more boldly to free its 
goods and labour markets. 
“Progress in r elaxing structural 
rigidities has been limited... ac¬ 


tion on deregulation has been 
slow and disincentives in SOUK 
critical sectors continue to ham¬ 
per economic activity,*’ the IMF 


i strong growth in the Third 
World was mainly due to a 
buoyant export performance by 
thriving Asian economies, the 
IMF said. 

In many other countries, the 
outlook is still bleak. “The finan¬ 
cial position of many of the debt- 
problem countries remains ex¬ 
tremely vulnerable,” the report 
said.

Police kept a low profile as the 
crowds gathered for the protest 
against police brutality. Normally 
all forms of outdoor demonstra¬ 
tions are banned under three- 
year-old emergency laws. 

“It's unbelievable. I’ve never 
seen anything like this, said one 
white onlooker. 

De Klerk, who is virtually cer¬ 
tain to be confirmed as president 
Thursday, said after mediation by 
White Dutch Reformed Church 
leader Johan Heyns: “The gov¬ 
ernment has no objection to 


peaceful and orderly protest.” 

Tutu, World Reformed Chur¬ 
ches leader Allan Boesak, newly- 
elected white Mayor Gordon 
Oliver and John Drake, manag¬ 
ing director of Shell Company, 
South Africa. 

Tutu said in a letter urging

Yeltsin 
urges Bush 
ito save 
perestroika 


WASHINGTON (R) — Boris 
Yeltsin, the maverick Soviet 
politician who has sharply criti¬ 
cised the pace of Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev’s reforms, has asked U.S. 
President George Bush for help 
in saving perestroika. 

The request was made Tuesday 
at the White House during a 
hastily-arranged meeting that was 
a matter of concern for White 
House aides, who feared too 
warm a reception for Yeltsin 
could be construed as interfer¬ 
ence in Soviet domestic affairs. 

Yeltsin met Bush for 15 mi¬ 
nutes on the third day of his 
eight-day U.S. tour. He later met 
Secretary of States James Baker 
and congressional leaders. 

After the meeting with Baker, 
Yeltsin said, “in my discussion 
with the president... today I 
made a list of 10 issues which 
could be djscussed between us 
which would serve to rescue 
perestroika.’' 

He did not answer questions on 
the substance of the 10 issues, but 
the State Department said Yelt¬ 
sin told Baker the kinds of 
changes needed to be Ip peres¬ 
troika included acceptance of pri¬ 
vate property, movement to¬ 
wards a mixed economy and need 
for external investment in the 
Soviet Union. 

The White House sought to 
play down the meeting between 
the president and Yeltsin, a poli¬ 
tical maverick who has said Gor¬ 
bachev has six months to a year to 
make bis reforms work; 

"The president noted his very 
positive relationship with Gener¬ 
al Secretary Gorbachev and 
reiterated his support for peres¬ 
troika,” the White House said in 
a statement. “The president 
emphasised that the American 
people share his hope for the 
success of the reform movement 
in the Soviet Union.” 

White House spokesman Mar-' 
tin Fltzwater said Yeltsin was 
regarded as “an important 
spokesman for his point of view,” 
but added: “We don't want to do 
anything to foster internal con¬ 
flict that might be associated with 
his tour.”

U.S. drugs war could cost 
$50 billion over five years 


WASHINGTON (R) — Presi¬ 
dent George Bush’s wax on drugs 
could cost $50 biHioa over the 
next five years, federal drug poli¬ 
cy director William Bennett told 
the U.S. Congress Tuesday. 

Responding to . Democratic 
. charges that Bush's plan wfl] 
prove inadequate to reduce the 
U.S. drug habit and stem the flow 
of cocaine from Latin America, 
Bennett said $7.86 billion sought 
by the president for 1990 was only 
tire beginning and estimated tbe 
long-term price tag could add up 
to more than six times that figure 
over five years. 

“Are we willing to spend die 
money needed? There axe flaws 


In this plan,” Democratic Con¬ 
gressman Larry Smith of Florida 
said when Bennett testified be¬ 
fore the House of Representa¬ 
tives Foreign Affairs Committee. 

“I don’t think it’s unreasonable 
to think that we’re talking about a 
$50-bfllion programme over five 
years, give or take,” Bennett 
said. 

“That’s a substantial invest¬ 
ment,” he added in giving the 
first firm long-range estimate of 
the cost. “Remember, the entire 
drug budget in 1986 was $2 bil¬ 
lion,” 

Benett gave no hint that Bush 
had changed his opposition to 
increase taxes to pay for the war, 


as some Democrats, have sug¬ 
gested he must The White House 
wants to finance tbe fight by 
selectively shifting funds from 
other federal programmes. 

The administration Tuesday 
scorned a plan by Senator Robert 
Byrd to add $2.2 billion to Bush’s 
$7.86-billion request for 1990 by 
making an across-the-board cut 
of about one-half of one per emit 
in other federal programmes.

Lubowski, a prominent human 
rights lawyer, announced in 1964 
that he had joined the legal poli¬ 
tical wing of SWAPO, the black- 
dominated Namibian independ¬ 
ence movement that waged a 
23-year bush war against South 
African rule. 

The British embassy in South 
Africa said Lubowski was a friend 
of British diplomats and “he would 
have had an important rote to 
play in an independent 
Namibia.” 

Lubowski served as an unoffi¬ 
cial spokesman for SWAPO and 
was a member of its election 
directorate, which was overseeing 
the campaign. SWAPO is 
favoured to win the most votes, 
although it needs a two-thirds 
majority to gam foil control over 
tire drafting of a constitution. 


Australian city declares ‘toadal’ war on giant pests

SYDNEY — Poisonous toads 
that grow to the size of dinner 
plates are invading Brisbane, 
Australia’s third largest city, 
but there are plans to make 
them croak. 

Councillor Geg Stegman 
pledged Tuesday that tire dty 
of about one ntinkm people on 
the gold coast strip of the 
northeastern seaboard will be 
toad-free within five years. 

Tbe amphibians, known as 
cane toads, measure up to 30 
centimetres across and weight 
2.75 kilogrammes. 

Stegman told die AP that 
with the the onset of the south-' 
era hemisphere summer, mfl-* 
lions of die ugly toads are 
awaking from winter hiberna¬ 
tion. 

“Within two weeks, they’ll 


be evetywhere,” he said. 

Eradication tactics include 
ringing the city suburbs with 
tape-recording of the male 
toad’s rattling mating call to 
attract females. Then trappers 
will pounce, shove the toads 
into plastic bags and freeze 
them to death, Stegman said. 

Householders also are being 
advised to sprinkle detergents 
on toads found in backyards 
because it “does tbe job 
quickly.” 

Brisbane resident Anne 
Nakano complained that the 
space underneath her home, 
which is built on stilts, is crawl¬ 
ing with toads. 

“We stamp on them when 
we open the front door, in the 
morning to pick np the milk,”

The toads were first snipped 
to tiw dty of Carms, 1,400 


kilometres north of Brisbane. 
Since then they have also 
spread across the northern 
“top end” of Australia into the 
spectacular and unspoiled 
K a k ad u National Park in the 
northern territory. 

“They’re now marching on 
Sydney, it’s only a hop, skip 
and a jump from the (state) 
border,” Stegman said. 

“Having the tape-recording 
is a very easy way to get rid of 
them but the state does not 
have enough money to reach 
every household,” Stegman 
said. “We are bringing out 
broch ures and looking to pri¬ 
vate enterprise to produce 
more tapes.”

SEATTLE (AP) — What was 
supposed to have been a fly-by of 
the new boeing 737-500 for its 
customers turned into a fly-be- 
hind. The new jet, flanked in 
tight formation by a 737-300 and 
a 737-400, was scheduled Monday 
to fly in front of the guests wait¬ 
ing at the Museum of Flight at 
Boeing field. But the jets flew 
over the building and behind tbe 
spectators. ‘Tm not sure what 
happened,” said Dick Schlem, a 
Boeing commercial airplanes 
spokesman. “I think the pilots of 
the planes believed they were to 
fly over the building and not over 
foe runway.”
